(iii) 4 year 44 month 6% non-callable bonds 
due December 15, 1971. 


The Bank of Canada has agreed to acquire a minimum of $50 million, 
open as to maturity of the new 5% bonds due October 1, 1968, of 
the new 53% bonds due April 1, 1969 and of the 6% bonds due 
December 15, 1971.

CAPITAL COSTS 


The increases in Capital Costs are mainly for buildings and 
special structures, the largest portion of which is ascribed to 
Habitat.
